The reason we know se little about the 
Bible is because we failed in our childhoed and youth 
ful days to study itas we should) When the mind is 
tender and capable of recciving those impressions 
which may result in great good in future life, Oh! these 
precious years of seed sowing. Can we afford to wait 
till tares are sown, wordsof doubt, suspicion and un. 
belief dropped by thoughtless persons? Then let us 
(lll their active minds full of Bible truths and Bibie 
texts and the love of Jesus. During the spring time of 
their lives when seeds are best sown for rich and well 
matured harvest’. :

Therefore we recommend that the church exercise 
striet corrective dicipline, and that all aggravated cases 
such as theft, murder, drunkenness, adultery, fornica- 
tion, profanity and such like be dealt with without hesi- 
tation, and that the church withdraw fellowship from 
such offending members. 1 Cor, 6: 9-10,

Layman's Missionary Movement. 


The following report on Layman’s Missionary 
Movement was read by N. R. Drummond. It was dis- 
cussed by Brethren N. R. Drummond, T. D. Cox, A. T. 
Abercrombie, J. E. Davis, W. W. Pope, J. R. Hitt, T, B. 
Fortenberry, J. R. Lott, Steve Pittman, J. D. Thornhill 
und J. T. Graham and adopted: 

Believing it to be the duty of the Church of Christ 
to preach the gospel to every creature, itis my purpose 
to pray, to give to study and to work as God may give 
me opportunity that the church of this generation may 
obey His command.” 

The above is the declaration of the Layman’s Mis- 
sionary Movement, and is a resolution that each of us 
should take. We have left the work of our churches to 
the preachers too long and should wake up and realize 
that there is something for each ofus to do. “The 
preachers aot only give them time, but put us to shame 
in giving of their means in proportion to their ability. 
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By what law of natare or grace are they called upon to 
make greater sacrifices for the cause of Christ than the 
Lavmen. If they must work and give, aught we not 
give and work.” 

This is not to be a seperate organization, but a 
movement within the churches. The call therefore 
comes to us to give of our time and means to the sup 
port of our churches and the various agencies in which 
our denomination takes an interest; the Orphanage. the 
College, the Baptist papers, State, Home and Foreign 
Missions. We recommend that the pastors of churches 
in this Association, together with the leading Laymen, 
explain this movement thoroughly and put forth their 
best efforts toiget all the Laymen enlisted in the work 
of their churches and the denomination at large

The Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Miss., is a 
home for ot phan children, owned and supported by the 
Baptist of Mississippi. 

It is ahome prepared for the support and develop- 
ment of those children whose nearest relatives are not 
able to provide for them. 

In this home every provision for the child’s best 
interest is made, which is generally made in a well rex: 
ulated home. 


We should support the Orpanage; 
l. Because it is ours. 
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The orphans are a great family of which the Bap- 
tist of Mississippi are the head, and it is a poor head of 
a family who can and will not provide for those of his 
own household. 

So we should give this home our support because it 
is of right our duty to maintain it. 

2. Because it is needed. 

any children without the benefits of this home, 
would be a nuisance and helpless vagabonds; but with 
the help this home can give them, many will grow up to 
be‘useful men and women to go out to bea blessing tw 
the world and in a few years return much to the home 
which did so much for them. 

3. Because it is Christ-like. 

If ever there was one on earth who loved chiidren 
and sympathized with the poor and needy, that one was 
Christ. It was His delight to help the distressed. So 
oughtit be ours. It was His pleasure to administer to 
the wants of the widowed and orphans. Yae, He gives 
itasin part atestof “pure and undefiled religion.’’ 
So let’s be Christ-like and give the home one most 
hearty support.

Cox, T. B. Fortenberry, J. D. Thornhill and E. R. Ap- 
plewhite after which it Was adopted: 

In writing a report on this subject we shall pot 
make reference to the ful! import of the word Temper 
ance, but use it only with reference to intoxicating 
drink. This is our interpretation of its meaning: “‘A 
moderate use of things helpful, but a total abstinence 
from things burtfal,” with the burden of thought on 
the latter part of detinition. Now all are willing to ac 
cept the tirst part of this detinition as correct, but pos 
sibly there are some who are unwilling w accept the 
last part as correct Now, if there be any who do not 
acceed to this last Proposition let such tarn to Romany, 
14:21, and read and you will find that Paul gives in- 
dorsement to it, or I do not know what Scripture means 


The word Temperance occurs three times in the 


Bible as does also the word Temperate. The places 


where temperance is used are, Acts 24:25; Gal. 5:23 and 
2 Pet. 1:6; and each and all imply self restraint as does 
1 Cor. 9:25 and ‘Tit. 1:5, in which the word Temperate 
occurs. The word Temperate is used also in Tit. 2:2, 
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and here means sound-minded, prudent. 

Now couple the first five of these references tw the 
last part of our definition and we have it meaning nota 
self-restraint,in the use of intoxicants but a self-re- 
straint from the use of intoxicants as a beverage. 

Now, how much liquor can I use and be all that I 
should be as a Christian; all that the word of God will 
allow? How much? None! none!! none!!! asa beverage 
if we meet the full requirements of God and the present 
day demands of the blessed cause of Temperance

Ministerial Education. 

The report on Ministerial Education was read by 
N.R. Drummond. After being discussed by N. R. 
Drummond and Rev. T. D. Cox it was adopted: 

Education, though not essential to success as 4 
preacher, is essential to the highest degree of success. 
It cannot take the place of natural ability, consecration, 
regeneration ard a divine call to the ministry, but in 
addition to these can fit one for accomplishing a great 
deal as a winister of the Gospel that he could not otb- 
erwise accomplish, 

More interest is being taken in Education among 
our people year by year. Better schouls and colleges 
are being established and more of our people are being 
educated. The preacher is or should be the leader of 
his people and his education should, therefore, be sec- 
ond to none. 

Since these things are true, we should insist that 
all of our preachers should get the best education pos- 
sible. Fine courses are offered them in Mississippi 
College and in the Seminary. We should encourage 
them to take these courses and when necessary should 
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give them the financial aid to do so. Very few of our 
preachers have the means to go through college and 
the Seminary and we should see to it that they are not 
hindered in their work on this account. 

‘e need not hesitate to give money to this cause 
[t goes into the hands of boards, composed of our best 
men, and is expended wisely. None except those in 
need of itand those altogether worthy are helped in 
this way. We recommend that all of our churches give 
liberal support to Ministerial Education.

Missions. 


The report on Missions was written by Rev. S. A 
Wilkinson, and after discussiva, was adopted: 

‘Go ve into all the world and preach the gospel t. 
the whole creation,” is our Lord’s command. We are 
in danger of not carrying out this command in its en- 
tirety because of two things. _ 

First, race pride and race prejudice may tempt u-« 
to subtract one nation or more from the sum total and 
neglect to send the good news to them, or some famil 
iarity with the sins of the people may lead us to refuse 
to offer them the gospel. But our Lord knew perfectly 
all the peculiarities of the nations and the sins of al! 
their people, even our pecaliarities and sins, when He 
gave that-comm nd agd knew full well the cost of re- 
demption. The Master had no false pride, but “‘hum- 
bled himself and became obedient unto death, even the 
deuth of the cross” that we night be saved. 

Second, the. vecond temptation that confronts us is 
the temptation w use methods out of all keeping with 
the largeness of the plan of re lemption. We adopt lit- 
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tle methods because they are cheaper. We have to part 
with less money for the work if carried op on a ‘small 
scale. We are not anxious about results; “oe are wor- 
ried because of the constant exll for money. We are in 
favor of any method that will not demand large and fre 
quent contributions from us. A stingy sul cannot en 
ter beartily into our Master's work. ‘“The King’s bus- 
iness requires haste.” The methods and contributions 
must be in keeping with the importance of the work. 

Let us catch the spirit of the Master and be true 
missionaries in faith and practice.

Articles of Faith. 


1. We believe in one triune God, the Father, the 
Son and the Holy Ghost, the same in essence, equal in 
power and glory. 

2. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were given by the inspiration of God, and 
are the only rules of faith and practice, 

3. We believe that God hath loved his people with 
. 4n everlasting love; that he chose them in Christ before 
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the foundation of the world; that he calleth them with « 
boly and effectual calling, being justitied alone through 
the rignteousness of Christ imputed to them, they are 
kept by the power of God through faith unto salvation 

5. We believe there is one Mediatsir between God 
and man, the man Christ Jesus, who by the satisfaction 
he made to law and justicce, in becoming an offering for 
sin, hath by his most precious blood redeemed the elect 
from under the curse of the law that they might be holy 
and without blame before Him in love. 

6. We delieve that good works are the fruits of faith 
and follow after justification, and are evidences of a gra- 
cious state; and that all believers are bound to ubey ev- 
ery command of God from a principle of love, 

7. We believe in the resurrection of the dead and a 
general judgment; that the happiness of the righteous, 
and the punishment if the wicked, will be everlasting. 


On Gospel Order, 
1. We believe a visible church of Cnrist is a Congre- 
gation of faithf 
to the Lord, and to one 


to keep up a godly discipline agréeable to\the rules of 
the New Testament. 


al persons who have given themselves 
another, in brotherly covenant, 


2. We believe that Jesus Christ is tiv only head and 
lawgiver of His church; that the government is with the 
body of the church, and is equally the right and_privi- 
lege of each inember thereto. 

3. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper 
are gospel ordinances appointed by Jesus Christ, and 
are to be continued in the church until His second 
coming. 

4. We believe that 


that believers in Ubrist are the only proper subjects. 
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5. We believe that none but regularly baptized 
church members have a right to partake of the Lord’s 


Supper. 

9 We believe that itis the duty and privilege of all 
believers to make a public profession of their faith; to 
submit to the ordinances of the gospel, and themselves 
as nembers of the visible church. 

7 We believe it to be the duty of every church to 
expel from her communion every member that is im- 
moral in conduct, or that holds doctrines contrary to 
the Scriptures. 


Objects and Powers of This Association. 

1. This Association acknowledges that each church 
is an independent body, and possesses the sole right to 
exercise and control its own affairs, and therefore, this 
Association has no right or power to interfere with the 
internal rights and privileges of churches composing its 
body, but may withdraw from any church which may 
hold false doctrines, or tolerate immoral practices. 

2. The objects of this Association shal! be to pro- 
mote fellowship among the churches, to inquire into 
any difficulties between churches, and remove them, if 
ooasible, to give the churches the best advice they can 
in dificult matters when solicjted, and in general to ad- 
vance the Redeemer’s kingdom in any way they deem 
it prac icable. 

83. With regurd wo the benevolent institutions in our 
country, we deciare it to be the inalienable right of every 
Association, of every church ‘or individual member to 
support them, or not support them, according to their 
own views of duty, and the dictates of their own con- 
science; and this right shall never be called in question 
in this Association, and any motion whereby this right 
is called in question, shall be instantly ruled out by the 
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Moderator as being unconstitutional. : 

4. This Association may maintain a friendly corres- 
pondence when convenient with other religious bodies 
of the same faith and order. 

5. Ministers of the gospel in good standing, though 
not delegates, may be invited to seats in the-Association, 
but not to have the privilege of voting. 

6. The Association way appoint any person, or per: 
sons, by and with their consent, t» transact any busi- 
ness they may deem necessary. 

7. The Association may adjourn to any time and 
place they may think proper. 

8. The Association shall keep a record of their p°o" 
ceedings, and have them printed when necessary. 

9. The Association shall bave a fund, and elect an- 
nually a treasurer to take charge of it, who shali account 
to the Association for moneys which shall come into his 
hands for use of the Associaticn; 

10. The Association may form their own by-laws 
and regulate their own proceedings in such manner as 
they may think expedient. 


Rules. 


1. This Association shall consist of delegutes chosen 
by the churches to which they respectively belong, and 
shall be styied “The Pearl River Baptist Association.” 

2. Such delegates shall be members in good stand- 
ing, and no member under church censure shall be ai 

wed a seat in the Assuciation 


3. They shall produce letters certifying their ap- 
pointment by their respective churches, and stating 
the nutuber baptized, received by letter, restored, dis- 
missed, excommunicated and deceased, during the 
preceding Associational year, with the total number in 
fellowship, and such other statistical matter as the 
Association may direct 
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4. This Association shall have a Moderator and 
Clerk who shall be annually chosen by a majority of 
the members present. Said Moderator and Clerk shal! 
fill their respective places, if present at the succeeding 
Association, till a new election takes place; and while in 
office shall discharge the duties apvertaining to those 
offices. 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the 
Association, they shall petition by letter, and delegates, 
and if orthodox and orderly, shall be received, and the 
Moderator shall recognize them by giving their delegates 
the right band of fellowship in behalf of the body. 

6. Every church shall be allowed two delegates, and 
no more until her number shall reach one hundred, and 
one delegat» for every additional fifty members there- 
after, until she may hav2 four delegates and no more. 

7. The Association shall neither answer nor debate 
any query on gospel doctrine, except it be to merely 
explain the meanings of the art icles of faith of this 
Association. 

8. Every motion made inorder, and seconded, shall 
be reduced to writing if requested by any member and 
shall be considered by the Association unless withdrawn 
by the mover before discussion. 

9. Motions made and lost shall not be recorded on 
the minutes unless so ordered at the time. 

10. If any proposition, or motion, under debate, 
contains two or more points, it shall be divided at the 
request of any member, and the vote taken on each 


point separately. 
11. Only one member shall speak at a time, who 


shall rise from his seat and address the Moderator; he 
shall confine himself to the subject properly in debate; 
cast no reflection on the Association, or any member 


thereof, and shall not be interrupted while speaking. 
2. No person shall speak more than three times on 
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the same subject without leave of the Association. 

13. The Moderator shall have the privilege of speak. 
ing on any question in debate) the chair being previously 
tilled. He shall rise from his. seat to put the question 
to the body. 

, _‘L4. The Moderator shall decide questions of order, 
‘but appeals from such decision may be taken to the 
whole body, which shall be decided without debate. 

15. A majority of the members present shall be nec. 
essary to carry any proposition or motion, and the Mod- 
erator shail vote as other members when the question 

S$ taken, and in case of a tie the motion is lost. 

16. Committees shail be nominated by the Modera- 
tor, subject to the approval of the Association. 

17. There shal! be no talking or whispering while a 
brother is speaking. 

18, No brother shal finally depart from the Asso 
ciation without leave of the body 

19. Names of the delegates shall be enrolled by the 
clerk and called over whenever itis thought necessary, 

20. Minutes shall be read carefully and corrected, 
if necessary, and signed by the Moderator and Clerk 
before the Association rises. 

21. A motien for final adjournment shall be con- 


strued toembrace the previous reading and adoption of 
the minntes. 


22. The Association shall be opened and closed by 


prayer.
